o n the St. Pau l, F ort W ayne, and Michigan 
Central railroads are ended, and there will b e 
no fu rther spread of the trou b les which have 
threatened for several days to demoralize the 
entire commercial interests of Chicago,

b rotherhood. 
The switchmen realized that 
the b ackb one of their strike was b roken 
when the Michigan Central men retu rned to 
work Tu esdav.

“They see,” said an official, “that in 
tying u p all the roads they are arou sing pu b ­ 
lic sentiment against themselves and they 
will prob ab ly ab andon this policy, while con­ 
tinu ing a gu erilla w arfare against ou r road.” 
The Bu rlington applied to Ju d gj Gresham 
Tu esday for an inju nction to restrain the 
Belt Line railw ay from refu sing to hau l “Q” 
ears, and a tem porary one was granted. 
The answer of the Bu rlington to the sensa­ 
tional charges of the Hock Island that the 
former precipitated and plotted for the strike 
so as to inju re its connecting and competing 
lines, and that said “Q” road tried to indu ce 
the other lines to form a “tru st” among the 
railways centering here, was also filed in 
cou rt.

C ity , April 4 .—President 
Cleveland has written a letter in repo nso to 
reso lutio ns ado pted ftt the annual co nference 
o f the Metho dist Episco pal church in Phila­ 
delphia last mo nth respecting the use o f the 
Dako ta Bible and teaching nativ e lang uag es 
in Indian scho o ls. 
The letter is addressed to 
Rev . James No rro w, Philadelphia, and first 
refers to the reso lutio n ado pted by the annual 
co nference o f the M. E. church held at Phila­ 
delphia March 2 0, 1 8 8 8 . 
The reso lutio ns de­ 
clare “ that this co nference earnestly pro tests 
ag ainst the recent actio n o f the g o v ernment 
in ex cluding the use o f nativ e lang uag es in 
the educatio n o f the Indians, and especially 
the ex clusio n o f the Dako ta Bible amo ng 
tho se tribes where it was fo rmerly used. 
That while admitting that there are adv an­ 
tag es in teaching Eng lish to the Indians, to 
co mpel them to receiv e all relig io us instruc­ 
tio n in that lang uag e wo uld practically hinder 
their receiv ing it in the mo st effectiv e way . 
The line o f po wer trav els with the human 
heart, and the heart o f the Indian is in his 
lang uag e. 
That it is in harmo ny with the 
g enius o f o ur co untry —a freo church in a 
free state—that the o peratio ns o f all missio n- 
J 
aiy societies sho uld be untrammelled by state , 
interference,” 
The president then g iv es the rules o f the , 
Indian b u reau g o v erning the su b ject, which 
pro v ide in short fo r the teaching of tho Eng ­ 
lish langu age only, in schools su pported 
in 
whole or part b y the government, b u t make 
several exceptions where the vernacu lar 
o f 
the Indians may b e u sefu l in moral or re­ 
ligiou s instru ction. The president says he is 
su rprised at the action of the conference, and 
stou tly maintains the necessity, as an aid to 
Indian civilization, 
of insisting on their 
learning the English langu age.

Supplem ented l>y th e M urder of Haaal- 
tiu e—J lislory of 
a Scandal Tha t H as 
Led to Two Tra gedies—Sensa tion in B a l­ 


tim ore H igh Life. 


Stev ens * P oint , Wis., April 4 .—W\ AT. 
Haseltine, the well-known 
attorney of this 
city, was sh« >t d ead at 11 o'clock Tu esd ay . 
He had been ou t rid ing and had ju st taken 
his horse to the barn. 
As he was walking 
south on First street, opposite the Cu rran 
hou se, the traged y occu rred , Haseltine fall­ 
ing d ead in Id s tracks, his right hand in his 
front pocket. 
Four or fire shots were fired . 
Two bu llets entered Haseltine’s head , one 
near the !>n k. and the other passing throu gh 
his nose. He nov el* spoke afterward . 
Hu n­ 
d red s of men were on the grou nd in a few 
moment;, and the Cu rran hou se was su r­ 
rou nd ed . At this John D. Cu rran v olu n­ 
tarily stirrend * tv I himself to the sheriff, and 
was d riv en raj. id ly to the jail, where he 
now is. 
The sh< oting is the d irect resu lt of the Ha- 
seltinc-Mors« traged y of 1885, v .h n the 
man 
who was ‘lain Tu esd ay shot and killed E. A. 
Morse, cashier of the First National bank of 
Stevens’ Point. 
Ten y ears ago 
Haseltine, a 
handsome, 
intelligent young man of 24, 
swung his shingle to the breeze in Stevens’ 
Point as an attorney at law*. Ho came from 
Madison, where he had graduated with hon­ 
ors from the law* school. 
Soon after his loca­ 
tion at Stevens’ Point lie met, fell in love, 
and married the youngest daughter of Mat­ 
thew Wadieigh, of this city, a wealthy lum­ 
berman and a prominent Democratic politi­ 
cian. 
She was a beautiful woman, and at 
the time of the marriage was looked upon as 
the one thing necessary to insure the future 
happiness of the contracting partial. 
In 1^3 the First National bank was estab­ 
lished at Stevens’ Point and A. K. Morse 
came there from Mauston to accept the posi­ 
tion of cashier. 
He was a young married 
man, handsome and clever, and as he went 
much into society he at once became ac­ 
quainted with Mrs. Haseltine, a leader of 
fashion and the queen of society circles. 
Mr. 
Haseltine did not go much into society, his 
extensive law practice consuming much of 
his time, lmt, with full confidence in the hon­ 
esty and virtue of his wife, no restraint what 
ever was placed upon her, and everything 
that money could procure was at her com 
jmand. 
In the winter of 1S&4-S5, rumor began 
coupling the names of Mrs. Haseltine and 
Morse together, and also the names of J ohn 
D. Curran and Miss Annie Park in a manner 
that led to the belief that Mrs. Haseltine had 
forgotten her very prudent carriage with 
Morse, and that J ohn Curran w as more than 
a friend to the bosom companion of Mrs, 
Haseltine. 
The four were always together, 
and so bold were their actions that they grew 
to tie known as “ the big four.” Mr. Hazel 
tine had no intimation of the state of affairs 
until the next summer, when the truth acci­ 
dentally became known to him. 
lie investi­ 
gated the stories, satisfied himself beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that his wife had been too 
intimate with Morse, if not with Curran, se­ 
cured a revolver and shot Morse dead on 
sight 
In tho trial that followed Haseltine was 
cleared upon 
the 
grounds 
of emotional 
insanity, ono of his counsel being Daniel 
Voorhees, of Indiana. 
The evidoneo intro­ 
duced was convincing that the four were 
guilty of the offense charged, and it was 
shown that they had indulged in acts of de­ 
pravity too disgusting for publication. After 
Haseltine'« acquittal he is reported to have 
said: “ J ohn Curran and I can not live in the 
same city; ho must leave the place; if we 
ever meet, one of us wall surely die.” After 
this J ohn did leave the city, and has not been 
here often since. 
About a year ago, when Curran was on his 
way home from a trip to the southwest, he 
and Haseltine accidentally met in the Plank* 
inton house at Milwaukee. 
They repaired to 
a room ami there had some hard words. Has­ 
eltine charged Curran with having been a 
party to the ruin of Mrs. Hazel tine, and 
made the assertion that Curran did all he 
could to bring about his (Hazeltine’s) convic­ 
tion for the shooting of Morse. 
Both men 
drew revolvers, and a double tragedy was 
there averted only by the merest chance. 
It 
is said that at that time the men exchanged 
threats to kill each other on tho slightest 
provocation. 
The tragedy causes the most intense ex­ 
citement. The streets in the vicinity of the 
court house square are crowded with people. 
Hheriff Vaughn fears that an attempt will be 
made to lynch Curran, as Haseltine had a 
host of warm friends, who are in a temper to 
deal promptly with his slayer. On the other 
hand, Curran has a strong following, and it 
is likely that if an attempt is made to lynch 
Curran a bloody encounter will occur be­ 
tween the two factions.

phosphates are useful medicants in cer 
tain diseases; but they should no more be 
taken indiscriminately day after day and 
without the prescription of a physician, 
than arsenic, aconite or calomel; indeed, 
there are conditions of the system par­ 
ticularly with women, when the prudent 
physician would be loath to permit the 
use of lime phosphates even as a medi 
cine. 
The fallacy of this claim of the manu­ 
facturers of pbosphatic baking powders 
will be appaient to all when the fact, 
well known to physicians, is stated, that 
in average health and with 
ordinary 
food the body gets more phosphates than 
are required or can be assimilated, as is 
evidenced by the fact that they » ¡re con­
